This  church  is  not  over 
ten  years  old.  ^outheapt  we  have  White  Oak. 
Here  they  have  la  very  poor  house  and  a mem- 
bership of  75  or  [So.  This  church  is  probably 
fifty  years  old.  j Here  ray  grandfather  and 
mother  (on  father’s  side)  lived  and  died.  It 
was  here  that  I ^as  converted  when  I was  but

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a boy.  The  preacher  was  John  Fletcher,  a 
very  poor,  unlettered  man.  It  was  here  that 
I biptized  my  first  converts,  two  beautiful 
young  ladies  This  church  is  poor  in  good 
works  at  present.  It  is  pastored  by  Rev.  LJ 
J.  Caughman.  Southwest  is  County  Line, 
and  is  twenty-five  years  old,  I guess.  It  ha* 
a good  house  if  it  was  finished.  This  wa$  my 
first  charge.  Here  I preached  for  six  years. 
They  have  divided  and  sub-divided,  but  still 
have  a good  membership  of  some  5op'obably.| 
Rev.  L.  S.  Terry  is  their  pastor  at  present. 
Southwest,  ten  miles,  is  Clear  Creek.  It  is 
about  six  or  seven  years  old  and  hai  a beauti-l 
ful  house  and  a good  membership  of  50  or  60 \ 
It  has  for  pastor,  Rev.  W.  P.  Chapman. 
West  one  hundred  yards  is  Union  church. 
This  church  is  probably  forty  years  old.  It, 
like  all  of  the  old  churches  has  furnished 
much  of  the  membership  of  the  younger 
churches.  Here  the  Boones,  Jones,  Frank- 
lins and  rnatiy  others  of  the  old  citizens  hold 
membership.  It  has  been  prolific  in  furnish- 
ing preachers  too.  Revs.  C.  A.  Burnham,  F. 

J.  Franklin  and  W.  H.  Boone  were  sent  outj 
from  this  church.'  This  church  has  a good 
house,  a membership  of  135.  The  writer  is 
pastor  here  and  holds  his  membership  here 
with  all  of  his  family  that  are  members.  I 
have  been  pastor  here  for  fifteen  years,  and 
have  bad  from  one  to  eighteen  baptisms  every! 
year  since  my  pastorate.  Here  I have  ivatched 
the  work  closer  and  with  more  interest  than 
at  any  other  point.  For  four  or  five  years  we: 
gave  no  money  for  missions,  our  church  was 
then  cold  and  indifferent.  This  was  partly, 
if  not  wholy,  the  fault  of  the  pastor.  About 
10  or  12  years  ago  the  pastor  began  to  attend! 
associations,  and  hear  sermons  on  missions,  1 
formed  the  acquaintance  of  J.  B.  Gambrell.J 
heard  him  preach  on  missions,  and  in  1890 
the  pastor  went  to  Howard  College  Bible  In-j 
stitute,  conducted  by  the  beloved  D.  I.  Pur- 
ser. It  was  here  that  I made  the  turning 
point,  and  from  then  until  now,  I can  truth- j 
fully  say  that  Union  church  has  led  every 1 
other  church  in  this  community  in  missions,  j 
She  has  given  over  one  hundred  dollars  this ! 
year  aud  will  still  give  more.  North,  w’e  go 
six  miles,  aud  come  to  Antioch,  not  the  An- 
tioch that  sent  out  Paul— but  the  Antioch 
that  has  lived  and  wrought  for  over  50  years. 
So  far  as  I know,  it  i*  the  mother  church  of 
all  the  other  churches  in  this  country.  They 
•-have  a very  poor  house,  a good  membership, 
something  like  150  This  church  has  been 
well  pastored  and  has  a good,  healthy  mem- 
bership, so  far  as  I know.  Rev.  W.  P.  Chap- 
man has  ministered  10  them  for  12  or  15  years 
until  the  present  year,  Rev.  J.  R.  Johnston  is 
the  present  pastor.  East,  we  go  two  miles, 
and  find  Rockbluff.  They  hive  a splendid 
house  and  are  of  aRe,  I guess,  35  years.  Here 
the  Rev.  W.  P.  Cha  un^n  was  licensed  and 
ordainefl,  and  then  the  writer,  later  Rev.  D. 

J.  Miley.  So  you  see  it  has  been  prolific  in 
giving  preachers  to  (the  world.  Here  W.  P. 
Chapman  and  D.  J.  Miley  hold  membership. 
The  writer  was  baptized  here  by  Elder  S.  J. 
Hitt.  28  years  ago  next  August.  They  have 
100  members  and  are  doing  fairly  well  for 
their  age.  The  writer  is  pastor  at  present. 
We  go  east  8 miles  and  we  find  Sardis,  a little 
weak  church  with  small  membership.  They 


have  a good  house,  a*d  are  about  9 years  old. 
Rev;  Daniel  Molder  preaches  for  tlieiui.  We 
now; turn  north'-east  tour  miles,  aud  come  to 
Zion,  a new  church  spitb  a nice,  neat  house 
wheji  finished.  Thep  have  some  ;6o  mem- 
bers,! aud  are  pastoredjby  Rev.  W.  Ben  d \Ye 
go  8 miles  noth -east  t.nd  come  to  Rockville, 
about  12  or  15  years  old,  with  W.  “P.  |Chap- 
man  for  pastor,  and  some  members,  I 
guess.  They  have  1;  good  bouse}  These 
churches  have  sev^n  cjr  eight  hundred  mem- 
bers. and  if  properly  opg3niz.ed  could  support 
two  goed  pastors  aud  6ne  missionary,  but  as 
it  is, .they  are  supplied  by  eight  ixeacfaens, 
some  of  them  living  iwenty-fiye  mjles  from 
their  work.  •

In  the  at  tide  under  pie  caption  Riplisls  of 
Missiscippi  by  Bro.  F.  S,,  I notice  the 
following:  “ From  onje'of  the  $IHs  o^  the  Old 
Salem  Church  thie  gavel  which  President 
Venable  npw  uses  wasjmade.  ” j 

This  is  njot  correct.  There  were  two  gavels 
made,  one  ior  the  Mississippi  Association  and 
one  {or  the  State  Convention.  Brethren  C. 
M.  Gorden,  then  pastor  of  the  church  at 
Natchez,  and  Bro.  Marsh,  of  Natchez,  wete 
the  parties  :o  the  movement.  And  the  wood 
from  whicl  lhe  gavelsj  were  made  was  taken 
from  an  oak  tree  that  siood  on  or  near  the  old 
site  of  the  Salem  church.  All  parts  of  the 
old  church  house  having  long  sinqc  disap- 
peared. This,  of  ccuise,  is  an  item  of  no 
importance,  but  I mtnficn  it  to  show  how 
easy  it  is  for  errors  to  qreep  into  histqry.  It 
is  quite  probable  that  the  tree  from  whicl  the 
gavels  were  made  was  hot  growing  upt it*  af  er 
the  sills  of  the  old  church  had  , fi  daily  de- 
cayed.
